CONCERNED, when they become “5 & 10” items. We still will re- 
turn stocks and have at times returned large stocks of items whose 
value was not realized for several years by the sender, even though 
they had passed beyond the three years.

_ All. germination tests this season have ‘been thrown into the discard. 
Weather conditions early in the season prevented germination to a 
great extent. However the bulblets which finally did germinate have 
given us the best bulbs it has ever been our pleasure to harvest. 


_ Our dipping and spraying tests have been continued. We did not 
use Lysol this season. Many have and report good results, To them it 
might be interesting to know that creosole compound will make an 
excellent dip. ! 


We used Rototox, Delbetar and Bi Chloride of Mercury, running 
two barrels of Bi Chloride and two tanks each, of Rototox and Delbe. 
tar through the planting season. Any one of the dips mentioned here 
will give a very high percentage of kill - to thrips and _ their eggs, 
Probably 100% but that is hard to be sure of, 


Rototox and Delbetar carry the advantage of being usable in metal 
containers although they have the disadvantage of losing their 
strength by evaporation while Bi Chloride will not. Bi Chloride is 
very poisonous and its presence in the water not easily detectable. 


_ Delbetar at first was made without Rotenone nor Pyrethrum and 
was quite successful for mites, etc. The last’ two. ingredients’ were 


added later without any change in the original formula so it still re- 
tains killing power beyond the life of the Rotenone. 


Delbetar attacks fungus growth also and we kept this in mind 
throughout our spraying program. 


As a spray we used Rototox, Delbetar and Tartar Emetic. Our 
planting being in three large fields by themselves. Rototox does a fine 
job. Lead Arsenate will also do fine as also the dusting program used 
by many. We have not dusted since dusting is more effective if done 
while dew is on the foliage. We have a horror of wasting early morn- 
ing sleep and then finding no dew on our planting. 


Delbetar and Tartar Emetic spraying seemed to be effective over 
a longer period of time than most sprays. We feel they are effective 
until rain washes it off or until there is considerable new growth. — 


_ Bearing in mind the effectiveness of Delbetar in spraying roses, 
delphinium, etc. we watched our bulb harvest closely on the assump- 
tion that disease free foliage from the use of Delbetar might have a 
tendency to produce healthier bulbs. Our plantings had all been pre- 
ceeded by alfalfa and so our complete harvest was very clean. Wo do 
note a tendency in the Delbetar section to cleaner and more healthy 
bulbs and will pay considerable attention to this idea in our 1942 
spray program.
